of  th*  house*,  probably  being  cooked  for 
dinner  at  the  time  of  the  eruption.

One  has 
an  indiacribable  feeling  in  Pompeii ;  to 
commence  with  tbe  ruins  ol  the  old  Fo¬ 
rum,  to  see  the  old  Amphiteatre,  where  the 
gay  Pompeiians  spent  the  last  hours  in 
their  doomed  city,  then  to  walk  up  one  of 
the  streets  with  tbe  marks  of  tha  chadqt 
wheels  still  upon  it,  sod  to  stop  la  at  so* 
of  the  houses  on  the  way,  aa  that  of  Sallust 
of  the  villa  of  Clcwo.  Too  wait  uncon 
•ckmsly  in  tbe  ante-room  and  begin  to  ex 
amine  the  owner's  frescoes  or  the  statua¬ 
ry,  when  suddenly,  <\ou  realise  that  the 
lordly  m eater  is  no  longer  then  ;  yen  fake 
advantage  of  his  absence,  go  to  his  kiteh 
look  at  hie  wine-cellar,  and  even  ven 
ture  to  his  bed-room,  where  you  coolly 
make  yourself  at  home  and  hops  tbe  folk* 
won’t  consider  you  are  company. 

After  tbi*  little  visit  you  step  into  th* 
street  again,  when  as  in  a  moderu  city,  a 
neighboring  wine  shop  allures  you: 

Here,  of  course,  ranch  time  is  spent ;  you 
look  in  at  the  empty  wine  jar*,  and  if  yoa 
are  human,  drew  a  sigh  and  pass  on.  Then 
comes  a  grocery  store,  bat  there  is  nothing 
there,  no  empty  wina-iars  to  allure,  no 
back  room  where  a  game  of  “  draw  poker" 
was  played,  so  you  puss  by  on  the  other 
side. 

But  now  something  startles  you:  you  are 
in  tbe  streets  of  the  Tombs,  and  now  for 
tbe  first  time  it  occurs  to  yon,  that  In  tbi* 
guy  and  desperately  wicked  city,  people 
died  and  were  buried  as  they  are  to-day. 
Before,  yoa  have  only  thought  of  them  as 
living  all  at  the  same  lime,  aad  Iheo  end 
denly  being  swept  out  of  existence,  bat 
now  they  are  made  to  teem  more  like  oa, 
and  you  think  of  them  Individually,  not  as 
one  body. 

We  entered  Pompeii  where  tbe  com 
merce  and  life  did  years  ago,  and  left  it  at 
death’s  door  where  she  ended  her  axis
